FIRE IN HOLLYWOOD kOAD. 


TWO PERSONS ‘KILLED. 


At about noon to-day a fire broke out on the 
frat floor of No. ‘35s Hollywood. Road and did

THE “HANKOIV" InQO 

Interest in the lamentable ‘disaster, which 
occurred only the other day, in which the 
British steamer Aunkozy was burned to the 
water's edge and scores of passengers perish-. 
ed, will not be lessened but rather increased 
by the somewhat unsatisfactory finding of the: 
“Court of Inquiry into the circumstances lead- 
ingto the tragedy. The Santow had been 
for many years engaged on’ the river trade | 
between Hongkong and Canton, and on the’ 
eventful day when the mishap happened she 
cared a cargo of raw silk and straw matting, 
besides passengers and crew to the number , 
of at least a thousand souls, . She was safely 
benhed at her wharf and seven minutes later 
was discovered to be on fire from ‘stem to 
stem. So fierce were the flames and so 
stifling the smoke which arose within a few 
minutes of the outbreak, that. the captain, 
chief engineer and officers of the ship found’ 
it impossible to get the hoses into operation ; 
not only so, but the captain and officers were 
unable even to save their own or the ship's 
papers. Naturally, on turning to the finding’

questions would have been submitted to the 
assessors with regard to the cause of the out: 
break: whether it was due to pure accident, 
to incendiarism, or to any of thé other causes 
which have been propounded as toe the origin - 
ofthe fire.

The fact is that we must review the wltuation 
sanely, if. we are to retain aur hold on the 
trade between Hongkong und Canton, That 
trade will pass away to the junks' again if it

we could suggest that the matter having now 
been threshed out-should be allowed to

Nor‘has he been 
satisfied with an influence exerted only locally. 
The recent reinvigoration ‘of the China Asso- 
ciation.at Home, due in part as it has been to 
the work of Mr. Gundry, his been also in large 
measure due to the prompling from Shanghai, 
and itis no secret that. Sir Charles Dudgeon 
has hopes of infusing yet more energy into the 
body which alone can ctaim to represent. with 
any degree of force the united voice ‘of British 
trading interests in this part of the world. The 
new conditions in. China require very careful 
and expert watching if the vast opportunities 
which should present-themselyes for the pro- 
fitable employment of Jiritish capital are not 
to -be allowed to pass, and the task of keeping 
the Foreign Office alive tn those opportunities 
and the necessity of safeguarding them is as 
difficult as itis delicate. * 

‘That with all his concem for British interests 
Sir Charles Dudgeon js, and has been, a good 
friend to the Chinese fs oily to state that, suc- 
cessful business relations requise that bargains 
shall be satisfactory to both parties making 
them.. The Mackay Commercial ‘Treaty, 
though it has-so-far-prouced little practical 

‘ result, was an endeavourto readjust conditions 
in a way which would be profitable aliké to 
China and to Great Britain, It remains ‘the 

* basia on which: subsequent treaties by other 
Powers have been negotiated, and although 
progress has been slow and has forthe moment 
ceased allogether, it seems probable that any 

. Settlement, when it eventually comes, must be 
along same such lines aswere there indicated 
—lines, it need hardly besaid here, which Sir 
Charles had a prominent part in drawing. In 
other ways Sir Charles has shown his desire to 
. improve Anglo-Chinese fii¢ndship, notably ‘as 
Chairman ofthe Executive Committee of the 
International Institute, now alter long years of 
patient ‘endeavour, beginning to exercise an
